Exploding ammunition and explod¬ 
ing tempers made for a tense day 
yesterday in northern Alberta, 
where a devastating wildfire on the 
weekend destroyed about a third 
of the town of Slave Lake. 

Reporters and photographers on 
a tour of the scene were unexpect¬ 
edly rushed from the area when 
fire officials discovered a box of 
ammunition in one home that 
started going off as an after-effect 
of the fire. 

“Get back, get back, get back!” a 
panicked-sounding official yelled 
as he tried to corral the media rep¬ 
resentatives back to the safety of 
their cars. 

“That’s the reason why we don’t 
want people in the location here,” 
RCMP Sgt. Tim Tamiguchi said 
later, suggesting it’s an illustration 
of why it’s not yet safe for residents 
to return. 

Meanwhile, Slave Lake Mayor 
Karina Pillay-Kinnee was in a closed- 
door meeting in nearby Athabasca 


with some of the town’s 7,000 evac¬ 
uees, trying to explain just that. 

Many of the residents who 
emerged from the meeting 
appeared veiy angiy, sa37ing they 
were upset at a lack of information 
from both the local and provincial 
governments. 

A lot of them say they don’t 
know yet whether their houses are 
still standing, and they’re being 
told it could be weeks before they 
will be allowed to return. 

Pillay-Kinnee said she wanted to 
meet with the evacuees in person 
and reassure them that officials are 
doing the best they can. 

“When we do give the informa¬ 
tion, they’re going to know if their 
homes have been affected, dam¬ 
aged or destroyed,”she said. “We’re 
doing everything we can and 1 
think in the next while we will have 
that information to them. 

“That was a veiy emotional, dif¬ 
ficult task for us, to speak with our 
residents, but 1 think the message

Heavy snowfall this win¬ 
ter, a cooler April and un¬ 
usual winds have

mosquitoes. 

These unusual winds 
have been coming from 
the southeast rather than 
the northwest and have 
carried the pests into the 
city, said Jenkins. 

The mosquitoes buzzing 
Edmonton are an aggres¬ 
sive da 5 ^ime spring 
species. 

“One of the good things 
about this species is be¬ 
cause they are active dur¬ 
ing the day, they’re more 
vulnerable to the heat,” 
said Jenkins. 

Until the critters go, 
Jenkins recommends wear¬ 
ing long sleeves and pants. 

And don’t forget to ap¬ 
ply bug spray when you 
venture outdoors.

St. Albert transit riders 
can throw away their 
messy paper bus sched¬ 
ules now that the city has 
become the second mu¬ 
nicipality in the province 
to equip its buses with 
GPS. 

Instead of fishing in 
their wallets for a sched¬ 
ule, users can access real¬ 
time arrivals and pinpoint 
the locations of transit. 

“No one likes to wait 
for the bus more than 
they have to, so people us¬ 
ing StAT transit will find 
NextBus will save them 
time,” Bob McDonald, St. 
Albert’s transit director, 
said at yesterday’s launch. 
“It was a hell of a deal at 
$3,000 a bus.” 

The total cost of equip¬ 



ping St. Albert’s fleet of 


55 buses with NextBus 
was $170,000. 

Angus Lillico was part 
of a pilot group of 340 rid¬ 
ers who began sampling 
the technology on April 1. 
It gives access to a bus 
route’s arrival time via 
smartphones or comput¬ 
ers. 

“If my class at NAIT is 
done at a certain time, 1 
can check the schedule to 
see if 1 have time to grab a 
coffee,” Lillico said, 
adding that if he misses a 
bus, he can check alterna¬ 
tive stops. 

Riders can also sign up 
for alerts that let them 
know when a bus is 
scheduled to arrive.

O Halifax unveils museum exhibit on gay seafarers

Author Jo Stanley dove into 
a drag queen’s closet yester¬ 
day, pulling out ball gowns 
and feather boas. 

Stanley, from Halifax, 
England, led the media on a 
tour of a new exhibit at the 
Maritime Museum in Hali¬ 
fax. It’s called Hello Sailor! 
Gay Life on the Ocean 
Wave. 


Museum curator Dan 
Conlin said there has been 
httle resistance to the ex¬ 
hibit. 

“One chief petty officer 
said eveiybody knew there 
were gay sailors in the navy 
and nobody ever talked 
about it, so hats off to you 
for being brave enough to 
explore it.” 

The exhibit is based on 
the book Stanley co-au- 
thored on the histoiy of gay 
British mariners. 


But before bringing the 
exhibit to Halifax, two oral- 
histoiy researchers record¬ 
ed the stories of five local 
gay sailors — including 
Frank Letoumeau. 

He had been in the navy 
for 13 years when he was 
forced to resign.

O McDonald’s defends mascot against irresponsible marketing accusations 


His floppy shoes, painted- 
on smile and flaming-red 
hair may be a harder sell to 
today’s kids who are trad¬ 
ing in their dolls and trucks 
for manicures and mobile 
game apps at ever younger 
ages. 

He also seems out of step 
with McDonald’s Corp.’s 
new efforts to appeal to 
adults. The 48-year-old 
spokes-clown fell flat in 
new ads this year, according 
to Ace Metrix, a U.S. group 
that tracks TV advertising. 


And the U.S. government 
is getting strict on market¬ 
ing unhealthy food to chil¬ 
dren. That has both 
marginalized Ronald as 
more of a mascot than a 
product pitchman and 
landed him in the middle of 
the bigger debate about 
food makers’ responsibili¬ 
ties in stemming the rise in 
childhood obesity. 

McDonald’s says it is 
proud of the food it offers 
and that Ronald teaches 
children to be active. 


Critics say it’s time to 
hang up the yellow jumper. 
A group called Corporate 
Accountabihty Internation¬ 
al plans to ask Ronald to re¬ 
tire at the company’s 
annual meeting today. They 
say Ronald encourages kids 
to eat junk food, contribut¬ 
ing to a rise in childhood 
obesity and related diseases 
such as diabetes. 

The group, which cam¬ 
paigned against the Joe 
Camel cigarette mascot in 
the 1990s and complained

If you’re looking for a new 
I—I P challenge and have the 

-?r-v l ^ opportunity to run a 

marathon, I would definitely, 
if I were you, run in the other 
direction as fast as you can. 
That’s the only running I’ll 
recommend, though. 

Before you get any ideas about 
“healthy living,” keep in mind where the 
marathon originated: According to Greek 
legend, passed down by generations of 
Wikipedia writers, Pheidippides (or “Dip¬ 
py,” as his friends called him) ran from a battle to 
faraway Marathon, cleverly keeping his bearings by stay¬ 
ing to the right of numerous orange traffic cones. 

Powered only by steely determination and Gatorade 
tables every three kilometres. Dippy ran without 

stopping because, as classi-

cal paintings depicting the 
event illustrate, he wasn’t 
wearing pants. Arriving in 
Marathon and conveying 
his final, brave message to 
his superiors (“They’ve tak¬ 
en our pants!”), he 
collapsed and died. 

I can confirm the validi¬ 
ty of this Marathon legend, 
too, because I just ran a 
half-marathon four days 
ago and I’m definitely half¬ 
dead. 

So I speak from 
experience when I say that 
if you want to run a long 
race, you should find some¬ 
thing more fun to do, such as unnecessary dental 
surgery. The Marathon legend actually understates the 
difficulties, because it leaves out when Pheidippides 
skipped beers with his friends on the weekend because 
he had to train. 

My point is that if you take part in a marathon, you 
are signing up for an event that killed its first 
participant. It would be like registering for the annual 
Titanic Ship Race and Iceberg Avoidance Festival. 

So I’m begging you not to make the same mistakes I 
made. I started six years ago, with a full marathon, 
which is exactly 7,500 kilometres. It was beyond 
difficult and only with the finish line in sight did I surge 
ahead, passing a woman in her late 60s who, judging by 
her facial expression, may not have been entirely aware 
she was in a race. 

So I finished second-to-last, yet I still enjoyed myself 
and have been referred to since as the Penultimate War¬ 
rior — at least when I’m looking in the mirror and no 
one else is around. 

And therein lies the problem with running. Here I am 
complaining about it, but I GAN’T STOP. It’s a gruelling, 
painful, sometimes demoralizing experience and yet, 
there’s something when you’re running that tells you 
it’s one of the best things you’ve ever done. 

And if you start, well, I can’t be held responsible for 
what happens. Keep a close watch on your pants.

An artist 
in sheep’s 
clothing? 

An artist known for his large-scale 
projects says his proposal to put 
silvery, luminous fabric panels over 
the Arkansas River won’t hurt 
bighorn sheep. 

The panels in Christo’s project 
would span eight sections along a 64- 
kilometre stretch of the river 
between Salida, Colo., and Canon 
City and require drilling anchors. The 
project is expected to take two years. 


Colorado wildlife commissioners 
voted to send a letter to the U.S. Bu¬ 
reau of Land Management expressing 
concerns over how the project would 
affect the sheep, according to the 
Pueblo Chieftain. 

Christo says protecting wildlife 
and the environment is important 
and he will address the concerns that 
were raised. 

His ideas have hit resistance 
before. 

The Gates in New York’s Central 
Park was rejected by three city 
administrations before Christo’s 
friend Michael Bloomberg was elect¬ 
ed mayor. The 7,503 fabric panels of 
The Gates were installed in 2005 un¬ 
der Bloomberg’s tenure.

O It’s time to move those little seedlings outside 


DIY IDEAS 


The May long weekend 
usually signals it’s time to 
move seedlings that have 
been growing indoors out¬ 
side into planters and gar¬ 
dens. 

This process is called 
transplanting. Before 
transplanting, it is wise to 
harden your plants to en¬ 
sure they take to their new 
environment. DIY Net¬ 
work Canada’s Desperate 
Landscapes (weekdays at 
8:30 p.m. ET/5:30 p.m. PT) 
offers a guide to hardening 
and transplanting. 

Harden Up 

Seedlings that were grown 
indoors under artificial 
light or on a window sill 
need to be acclimatized to 
the outdoors to ensure they 



continue to thrive in their 
new, harsher conditions. 

This process is called 
hardening and is veiy sim¬ 
ple. After the last frost, be¬ 
gin to place your seedlings 
outdoors for two to three 


hours at a time during the 
day. 

Place them in a shady 
area that is protected from 
wind. Continue this for 
three days. After the third 
day, leave the plants out-

Shattering 
some 
prejudices 
about tree 
peonies 

I wouldn’t say the flowers 
of tree peonies — those 
“other” peonies — prepare 
you for the flowery show 
of the more common 
herbaceous peonies that 
come soon after. No, with 
quivering golden stamens 
enveloped in dish-size 
whorls of silky white, 
pink, red, lavender or yel¬ 
low petals, tree peony blos¬ 
soms catapult you into 
peony-dom. 

Later, catch your breath 
with the herbaceous ones. 

Every third garden, it 
seems, has herbaceous pe¬ 
onies, but you could go 
firom one end of any town 
to the other and never see 
a tree peony. Their scarcity 
is due at least in part to 
some m)fths and preju¬ 
dices that tree peonies 
have picked up during 
their thousand-plus years 
of cultivation. 

Myths No. 1 & 2 
The first m 3 fth is in the 
name: Tree peonies are not 
trees. Yes, they are woody, 
but multi-stemmed and 
usually no more than a 
metre or so high and wide. 
Eventually, a tree peony 
may reach two metres in 
height, but that could take 
decades. And that’s hardly 
a tree; hardly even a large 
shrub. 

But it does highlight a 
possible prejudice against 
planting tree peonies — 
they are slow growing. 

It’s also a fact that tree 
peonies are pricey. Eighty- 
flve dollars would not be 
considered expensive for a 


tree peony a mere 30 cen¬ 
timetres high. 

Myth No. 3 

Rumour also has it that 
tree peonies are difficult to 
grow. They hail from the 
dry mountains of western 
Asia, so abhor “wet feet.” 
And whether or not the 
plants dislike being buffet¬ 
ed by wind, such condi¬ 
tions would surely and 
quickly fray the splashy 
blooms. 

My plant flowered the 
first spring after I planted 
it — three blossoms, I

family. 

That cabbage associa¬ 
tion is how the “rocket” 
got into the name. Many 
cabbage relatives have this 
in their name; it’s derived 
from the Latin “eruca” for 
cabbage-like plants. The 
now familiar vegetable 
arugula — also cabbage 
kin — has also been called 
rucola or rocket. And if 
you think it odd that a rela¬ 
tive of cabbage should 
have a sweet scent, take a 
whiff of sweet alyssum. 

AN OLD-FASHIONED FLOWER 
Dame’s rocket has a lot go¬ 
ing for it. Besides being 
pretty and scented, the 
flowers bloom for weeks. 
Judging from where the 
plants have happily set¬ 
tled, they obviously toler¬ 
ate cold and shade. They 
even tolerate dry shade, 
with some sacriflce to how 
long they bloom. And 
pests? None to speak of. 

Dame’s rocket was once 
a popular garden plant. 

Perhaps it is now so 
rarely cultivated because it 
is so abundant in the wild. 
Also, dame’s rocket is a bi¬ 
ennial: Individual plants 
grow leaves their first year, 
flower the second, then 
die. What nurseiy would 
sell a plant almost guaran¬ 
teed to die at the end of its 
second year? 

Being a biennial should 
not discredit dame’s rock¬ 
et, though, because it is al¬ 
so self-seeding. A planting 
eventually develops an on¬ 
going population. The only 
glitch is if you start with 
dame’s rockets having dou¬ 
ble flowers. 

Seedlings of these dou¬ 
ble-flowered sorts revert to 
single forms, so your plant¬ 
ing would flower every 
year, but the flowers would 
eventually all be single.

FAMILY ASSOCIATIONS 
Dame’s rocket also might 
be mistaken for phlox. 
Both have sweetly scented 


flowers in similar shapes 
and colours, and the flow¬ 
ers of both plants are held 
clustered atop 60- or 90- 
centimetre-high stalks. 
Look more closely, though, 
and you’ll And that phlox 
flower parts are in fives. 
Dame’s rocket, in contrast, 
has four petals. And they 
are in the shape of a cross, 
which is a giveaway for 
members of the cabbage 


think. And it grew. Those 
blossoms formed at the 
ends of shoots that each 
were about 45 centimetres 
long, making me hopeful 
that slow growth was a 
m 3 fth. But here’s the rub: 
Those shoots die back to 
some degree each winter. 

Still, 30 centimetres or 
so survives. Thirty cen¬ 
timetres or so of growth 
each year is not too slow, 
and the plants allegedly 
pick up speed with age. 
The Travels of Tree Peonies 
Tree peonies made their 


way from China to Japan 
in the seventh centuiy as 
medicinal plants, then 
again in the 17th century, 
this time as ornamental 
plants. 

Japanese breeders devel¬ 
oped tree peonies that 
were quicker growing — 
initially, at least — than 
the Chinese hybrids, but 
lacked their fragrance and 
fully double blooms. In the 
last hundred years, Ameri¬ 
can and European breed¬ 
ers got into the act, so now 
there are hundreds and

Y ou’d love to incorpo¬ 
rate the boutique look 
in your upstairs bath¬ 
room, or streamline the 
look of your living room or 
your kitchen, but you don’t 
exactly have the budget for 
a full-scale renovation.

We talked to Karl 
Lohnes, Metro’s Decor Mo¬ 
ment columnist, and Frank 
Turco, the Toronto-based 
senior manager of trend 
and design for Home Depot 
Canada, to find easy ways 
to get high-end looks for 
much, much less. 


IN THE KITCHEN 


CUPBOARDS 

White creates a timeless 
kitchen look, suggests 
Lohnes. “A simple white 
cabinet can look good 
with anything,” he says. 
If your cupboards are in 
good shape, think about 
just refacing the cup¬ 
board doors. “So that’s 
not sanding dovm your 
doors — it’s just getting 
new doors for your cup¬ 
boards,” says Turco. Also 
install new cabinet hard¬ 
ware — think inexpen¬ 
sive steel knobs for doors 
and pulls on drawers — 
to complete an eclectic 
look. 

FLOORS AND WALLS 

Laminate has come a 
long way baby. “Get a 
more luxurious look 


with quality laminate 
flooring, maybe the look 
of wood, which could be 
a higher-end look for 
most kitchens, or a lam¬ 
inate that looks like 
stone,” suggests Lohnes. 
Hot looks are either 
dark or light — think 
darker, almost black 
floors or honey or sugar 




maple colours. Then 
freshen up your walls 
with colours such as 
teal, turquoise or the 
new neutral — grey, 
adds Turco. 

COUNTERTOPS 

Swap out your counter 
for a laminate one that 
has the look of white 
cararra or French mar¬ 
ble. For a modem look, 
pick counters with 
squared-off edges and 
skip the curved return 
on the back that comes 
up three inches. “In¬ 
stead, a slab that hts di¬ 
rectly against the wall 
looks more like a real 
slab of marble or gran¬ 
ite,” says Lohnes. 


LIGHTING 


Why not try outdoor 
lighting such as an out¬ 
door stainless steel 
pendant in your 
kitchen? 

“It gives a more in¬ 
dustrial look and it’s al¬ 
so less expensive than 
an interior light 
source,” says Lohnes. 







BACKSPLASH 

“A backsplash is fairly in¬ 
expensive to do,” says 
Turco. “There are lots of 
options from glass tile to 
marble to ceramic or 
porcelain — you can get 
tile for under $1 a square 
foot or marble for $10 to 
$15 per square foot.” 

IN THE BATHROOM 

SHOWER/TUB 

Can’t afford a new tub? 
Then hide yours. “Hang 
your shower rod at ceil¬ 
ing height and then put 
a floor-to-ceiling curtain 
on it. It gives you a wall 
of fabric and makes it 
feel more like a powder 
room,” says Lohnes. 

“You can buy cur¬ 
tains long now or get 
some standard drapery 
and put a liner behind 
it.” 

VANITIES 

Instead of installing a 
store-bought vanity, 
think about a floating 
vanity. “Have a contrac¬ 




tor do a floating vanity 
top and then tile it or 
cover it with stone. It’s 
often really inexpen¬ 
sive to do,” says 
Lohnes. 

Or Turco suggests 
just switching out your 
faucet. “Single lever 
faucets are a huge 
trend and they are typi¬ 
cally more contempo¬ 
rary,” he notes. 

MIRRORS 

Replace your plate glass 
mirror with a tall verti¬ 
cal mirror. “Then put 
your light fixture on top 
of that and you create al¬ 
most a focal point,” says 
Lohnes. Or buy a mirror 
framed by a mirror. “It’s 
a cool look and can dress 
up a bathroom,” says 
Turco. 

WALLS AND FLOORS 

“There are a lot of ve¬ 
neering products now,” 
says Lohnes. “You can 
buy tiled walls now, mo¬ 
saic glass tiles on a big 
sheet so it’s easy for a 
consumer to install. And 


there are mosaic glass 
tile sheets that look real¬ 
ly good.” And while sub¬ 
way tiles are still 
popular, think bigger 
subway tiles such as 5 x 8 
inches or 6 x 9 inches. 

IN THE LIVING ROOM 

WALL COLOUR 

Pick colours to suit how 
you use the room. “If it’s a 
room where you watch TV 
at night, paint it a darker 
colour. But if you’re using 
the room during the day, 
then keep it lighter and 
airier,” says Lohnes. Also 
clean up the look of your 
living room by painting 
your mouldings the same 
colour as your walls. 

LIGHTING 

Cut back on your pot light¬ 
ing if you’re looking to 
change your lights. Use 
them in a comer, simply to 
brighten highlighting 
something on a wall. “Don’t 
use them all over the room 
like a football held.” In¬ 
stead, introduce select 
lighting. Dmm-shaped pen¬ 
dants are “a great way of 
adding some ambient light¬ 
ing,” says Turco. 



FLOORS 

Get creative when re¬ 
placing your carpeting. 
Tile carpeting is eco- 
friendly, and “you can 
just cut out one tile to re¬ 
place it if an area gets 
worn or stained,” says 
Lohnes. Hate carpeting? 
“Laminate hooring could 
work in a living room be¬ 
cause there’s no mois¬ 
ture,” says Turco.

L i g h ting up the 
night sky—safely 


The safest way to enjoy 
fireworks this May 24th 
weekend is to enjoy a pub¬ 
lic fireworks show. At the 
same time, “we know peo¬ 
ple are going to deal with 
fireworks and we 
want to make 
sure they’re doing 
so safely,” says Va¬ 
lerie Powell, a 
spokesperson for 
the Canada Safety 
Council. 

“From a safety 
perspective, we rec¬ 
ommend people not 
discharge fireworks 
at home, but we 
know not everybody 
will adhere to that.” 

If you do decide to 
have your own 
fireworks display, here 
are some safety tips: 

• Don’t smoke near fire¬ 
works. 


• Set up your display in an 
open, level space away 
from spectators (check 
that the wind is blowing 
away from spectators). 

• Ensure that you have a 
bucket of water, a pail of 
sand and a fire extinguish¬ 
er with you, as well as a 
cellphone in case you 
need to call 911. 

• Don’t give sparklers to 
children under eight. 
Sparklers burn extremely 
hot and are usually shak¬ 
en or moved around a lot, 
so the potential for bums 
and accidents is greater. 

Be sure to immerse them 
in a pail of water once 
they’re out. 

• Contact the local fire 
department to learn the 
regulations on 
discharging fireworks 
in your municipality.

O Make this simple dish using basmati rice, cranberries and almonds 


Most people know rice pi¬ 
laf as a side dish that 
comes from a box. But it 
can be so much more. 

This speedy recipe for 
cranberry almond rice pi¬ 
laf can be on the table in 
about 25 minutes. 

Don’t like almonds? 
Use chopped cashews or 
pistachios. Dried currants, 
cherries or golden raisins 
can sub in for cranberries.
